The ballots in the 
second ward will notbeall counted be­ 
fore this evening. In fact it is im ­ 
possible to form anything like a cor­ 
rect idea of how the County has gone. 
The Democrats have no doubt carried 
the State. 


The Coming Man. 


Hum anity is emm inently utilita­ 
rian. The heroes of any era express 
in their prominent characteristics the 
wants of mankind at the time. The 
great men of history are the exponents 
of the people which they represent, or 
rather which made them. 
When our 
race was emerging itora barbarism, 
and struggling with wild beasts and 
dreadful superstitions, the brute force 
and savage 
courage of H e k c u i.e s 
commanded the highest admiration. 
When the greatest need of the Spar­ 
tan was bravery, endurance and so­ 
briety, Lycubgus framed his code. 
W hen the early inhabitants of the 
Italian peninsula htld progressed suf­ 
ficiently to form a substantial govern­ 
ment Numa framed those laws which 
bis countrymen were ungrateful en­ 
ough to attribute to the inspiration of 


the nymph E g e r i a . Later, the in­ 
vasion of hostile tribes, and the grow­ 
ing demands of commerce, brought to 
the surface those great soldiers that 
carried the banner of the Roman re­ 
public in trium ph to the remotest re- 
gionsoftheearth. In the middle ages 
when mankind had commenced to 
erect the superstructure of modern 
civil3ation,and when (lie dignity of la­ 
bor hud overshadowed the glory of the 
soldiers, the inventor, the scientist 
ami the philosopher expressed the 
wants and tendency of the peopie; 
slid when Europe had readied that 
stsge in which the yeoman could just­ 
ly appreciate nis power and his rights 
the statesm an received the homage of 
the masses. On the Faeifle coast this 
tendency of men, to worship that 
which is their greatest need is strik ­ 
ingly exemplified. The hardy pioneer 
who stood face to face w ith marvel­ 
ous stores of buried wealth welcomed 
the capitalist as his best friend. The 
settler, entranced by tiie wonderful 
resources wbich held up before his 
vision wealth and happiness beyond 
his brightest dreams, bestowed the 
heartiest blessings upon the man who 
delivered to him the key of the trea­ 
sure house. That man was the capi­ 
talist. And thus it came th at the pow­ 
er of capital, strong as it always must 
berin new countries, especially if they 
are republics, 
overshadowed every 
thing in California. The rich men be­ 
come the leaders and masters of the 
people. The sure possession of wealth 
became the measure of political and 
social power. Intellect, genius, talent 
and Integrity were as naught in one 
scale lfgold were thrown in the other. 
The ability to accumulate wealth su­ 
perceded all other intellectual power. 
The Statesm an was subordinated to 
the money-grubber, brazen impudence 
drove honest merit from the field, and 
muscle took the place of brains. The 
rich man said “I am the State;” the 
people responded,yea.and we are your 
obedient henchmen. 
How much of 
this aristocracy of wealth yet remains 
on this coast we leave to our readers 
to say. How much there will be in a 
few years is patent. 
A settled popu­ 
lation is taking the place of roving 
wealth seekers. Society is steadily 
improving, and the rising generation 
will possess more of refinement and 
culture than their hardy aucestors. In 
proportion as education progresses 
and population increases will society 
turn from the accumulation to t h e w 
joynient of wealth and men will be 
considered apart from their posses­ 
sions. In polite society the splendors 
of wealth may in a measure supply 
the lack of more meritorious recom­ 
mendations, but intellect and honor 
like diamonds appear the brighter 
when in the midst of gold. Beauty of 
character and intellectual greatness 
must command the unqualified admi­ 
ration or homage of an educated peo­ 
ple, and is it not our fondest hope that 
here by this Western sea will rapidly 
m ature as refined a civiliz ition as any 
I lie world has seen? The coming man 
is then not a money bag. He will 
neither be manufactured in a quartz 
mill, nor bear upon him the stamp of 
tlie mint. He will carry his treasures 
in his head and heart, and not in his 
pocket. 
Ere the prophecy of J o a q u in 
M i l l e r shall come to pass the com­ 
monwealth 
must produce preemi­ 
nently great men and their genius 
must bo colossal to harmonize with 
tiie grandeur of the realm over which 
they rule.

E d it o r H e r a l d :—S om e two w eek s 
since, Mr. W right, of your paper, urg­ 
ed me to write a weekly letter from 
Riverside for your sheet, intending 
himself to preface tho letter, after 
which I m ight continue. H aving seen 
no article of that kind from liis pen, 
and being in receipt of a note a day or 
since, requesting me not to wait for 
his introductory letter, I begin the 
correspondence. 
HISTORY OF RIVERSIDE. 
Hardly four years have elapsed since 
Riverside was begun, dating its prop­ 
er beginning from the incoming of the 
Santa Ana, through the zanja. Alad­ 
din, in rubbing the wonderful lamp,— 
the posession of which was one of the 
glad dreams of our boyhood—produced 
hardly more wonderful results than 
the beneficent soil irrigated by the 
life-giving water. 
The most sanguine 
dreams of our pioneers are being ful­ 
filled. 
OLD HOMES. 
Many of us, in leaving homes thou­ 
sands of miles away, next to parting 
from friends, felt deeply the separation 
from our farms, our orchards, our gar­ 
dens, rendered more dear, perhaps, be­ 
cause the result of many a hard fought 
battle; the production of many years 
of constant toil; the scarred relics of 
many a hard winter; furrowed, wrin­ 
kled and devastated, in a great many 
instances, after having “fought, bled 
and died,” so great was the contest, 
Jack Frost stepped untimely in, atnl 
our work for that season was ashes. 
But there were many vigorous growths 
—trees whose years were counted up­ 
on the bark, as we reckon the age of 
cattle upon their horns; trees which 
would gladden our eyes and hearts to 
behold, whose fruit was palatable; but 
when told that ten, twenty and thirty 
years, with all the ups and downs of 
the season, were necessary to produce 
them, who has the courage to attempt 
in such a climate such a work? To­ 
day in the north-eastern land of our 
glorious Union, men just in the pride 
of manhood, plant for their children 
and grand children to gather. Many 
men in business from early manhood 
hardly get the tim e—at least do not 
take the time—from tyrant business’ 
ceaceless demands, until warned by 
some diseased And declining faculty, 
or urged by some friendly physician 
to cease from so much toil, and turn 
to mother earth 
for comfort and 
strength ; 
what encouragement for 
such men to begin to till the ground, 
hoping to enjoy fruits from their own 
labors. 
Many purchase places alrea­ 
dy productive, with little health-giv­ 
ing climate, and far less sweet and 
enjoyable than they would be brought 
from the wilderness and by their own 
hands. 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
Here in Southern California, three 
years labor, owing to the delightful 
climate and abundant fertility of the 
soil, are equal to ten in New Eng­ 
land. This is tbe opinion of honest 
men here wl.o have cultivated under 
both circumstances. 
Like magic al­ 


m ost are results produced by Invalids 
w no could do little o r nothing in other 
lauds.

Of course such expe­ 
ditions are suicidal, y e t they w onder 
th u t th is clim ate, w hich has been so 
h ighly extolled, is n o t doing m ore for 
them .
